ST. PETERSBURG, May 6.—12:48 

p. m.—The landing of the Japanese at 


Pitsewo, northeast of Port Arthur, is of- 
ficially confirmed. it is expected that the 
railroad connecting Port. Arthur with 
Mukden and Harbin will soon be cut, if 
this has not already been done. 

It is also reported that the Japanese 
have landed at Port Adams, on the west 
coast of Liao-Tung peningula. 

The departure of Viceroy Alexieff and 
Grand Duke Boris from Port Arthur was 
hurried, owing to the possibility of the 
interruption of railroad communication. 

The Japanese landed in sufficient force 
to discourage the few hundred Russians} 
watching Pitsewo from offering any re- 
sistance. 

Port Adams is situated about 50 miles 
from Port Arthur, at the head of Society 
Bay, and on the railroad connecting Port 
Arthur with Mukden and Harbin. Con- 
sequently, it may be inferred that com- 
munication with Port Arthur in all prob- 
ability has been cut off. 

Pitsewo, on the east coast where the 
Japanese have landed, ais less than 20 
miles from Port Adams? and at the nar- 
rowest point of the peninsula. 

Thus, the long-expected investment of 
Port Arthur has begun and Russia is ap-

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 6.—Kansas City 
was almost entirely without city water this 
morning, a8 a@ result of the terrific rain- 
storm yesterday afternoon, during which 
3.1 inches of water fell in four hours. 
One man was killed and 11 injured as a 
result of the storm, and numerous build- 
ings were struck bf lightning and hun- 
dreda of basements filled with merchan- 
dise flooded. Electric light service for 
most of the city was discontinued over 


nigiit. 

The trouble at the waterworks resulted 

from the washing out of a W-inch main, 
leading to the Turkey creek pumping sta- 
tron, und another main, a 40-inch pipe, was 
bent. it this main gives way the waier 
will be shut off entireiy. As it is, much o: 
the city is without water supply and Lhe 
remaining portion has a limited flow. 

The street cars in the city were deiayed 
on neariy al) lines by high water on the 
tracks and the new branch to the Elm 
Ridge racetrack suffered a huge washout, 
while 2000 peas were at the track. They 
straggied home afoot or in carriages. It 
is believed to be impossible to restore the 
railway in time for today’s races, whitch 
willl go on, however. 

At the Kansas river bridge, over which 
street cars cross the Kansas river, be- 
tween the stockyards district and Armour- 
dale, was in danger last night. The river 
is above the danger line and rising.

Friday was washday for the little Ne- 
gritos, lodged temporarily in the igorrote 
villoge. 

In the mud-water of the articficial rice 
marsh, in the ravine which runs through 
the village, they soused their clothes and 
completed the cleansing process by tread- 
ing them in water buckets. 

The Negritos are the only housewives who 
do their washing mostly with their feet. 
They use their hands some in the process,

After the washing was done the two wom- 
en who did the work Friday waded into 
the rice marsh up to their waists and 
bathed themselves.

BOND TONIGHT 


Report From Committee of Three 
Named to Investigate World’s Fair 
Surety for Restoration of Park Is 
Expected by Council. 


MAYOR DECLARES PROPOSAL 
ILLEGAL AND INSUFFICIENT: 


City, Having Allowed Fair to Open, 
Has Still Right to Attach Ma- 
chinery and Buildings at Its Close, 
Says Councilman. 


The City Council at its meeting tonight 
is expected to pass judgment on the $5600,- 
000 bond submitted by the World's Fair of- 
ficials to insure the restoration of Forest 
Park after the close of the Exposition. 

In his message referring the bond to the 
City Council Mayor Wells expressed strong 
disapproval of its provisions, asserting 
that they do not conform to the ordinance 
under which the Exposition management 
was granted the use of Forest Park. 

President Hornsby referred the matter 
for decision to a committee consisting of 
Councilmen Bayce, Gardner and Lawler, 
and their report is anticipated at tonight's ; 
meeting. 

Some of the councilmen are surprised 
that the mayor, after vetoing the bond, 
should refer it’to them for consideration, 
as they believe the bond, unless it has 
the approval of both the Council and the 
mayor, is no sense legal. 

One of the councilmen who has looked 
into the question, stated to the Post- Dis- 
patch that he thought the mayor's course 
raher an unusual one. 

“The ordinance,”’ he said, “under which 
the Louisiana Purchase Exposition Co. is 
doing business specifically states in its 
last clause that not until the additional 
bond which may be demanded by the 
Board of Public Improvements for the 


proved by the mayor and Council and filed 
with the city register shall the corpora- 
tion open or hold any fair, nor shall any 
machinery or buildings be removed. 

“Notwithstanding the Fair is now open, 
there still remains a course of action 
which the city might follow to protect 
itself. This coneists of the city’s right to 
proceed against the Exposition company 
by preventing the removal of the ma- 
chinery or buildings, which might be held 
as security for the fulfillment of the Ex- 
position company's agreement. 

“This, of course, would. be the last ex- 
pedient to which the municipal authorities 
could resort. But something must be done 
and done quickly.”’
